FIVE CARS ROLL DOWN A BANK. 


InpranaPous, Iud., Jan. 28.—[Special.}]— 
The first passenger wreck since the construc- 
tion of the Vandalia in 1851 in which there 
was a loss of life occurred at 2:35 this after- 
noon at Coatesville, twenty-eight miles west 
of this city. The rails spread under the pri- 
vate car of President W. R. McKeen, and this 
car with the diner, parlor, women’s coach, 
and smoker rolled down a steep embankment. 
One passenger was killed and forty-three 
injured, six of them seriously, and one fatally.

Mrs. Powers died before help could 
reach her and Manager Norton is dying now. 
Tne news of the wreck reached this 
city by telephone and a wrecking train went 
to the scene. Later two specials were sent 
out to bring the injured back to the city. A 
corps ot surgeons was aboard and the coaches 
were converted into temporary hospitals. 

Thought Mrs. Wallace Was Dead. 

For several hours it was supposed here that 
Zelda Seguin Wallace had been killed. Mr. 
Wallace, who isa cousin of Gen. Lew Wal- 
ldce of Crawfordsville, the novelist, together 
with Edwin Seguin, Mrs. Wallace's only 
child, went to the wreck on one of the spe- 
cials and telegraphed back that the in- 
juries of the famous ex-singer were not 
necessarily fatal, but that she was badly 
hurt in the back and internally. Zelda Se- 
guin Wallace isa woman of national repute. 
A few years ago few of better voice or more 
grace trod the operatic stage. She 
was a member of the Parepa Rosa, 
Emma Abbott, and other opera companies. A 
year ago she appeared at the May Musical 
Festival in this city. She is a wonderfully 
well-preserved woman and has many friends 
in this city. She is the wife of ex-Deputy 
Postmaster David Wallace.

SHOCKED AT JOHN NORTON’S FATE. 


Chicego Friends of the Kind-Hearted 
Manager Hear the News. 

John W. Norton was known by theatrical 
people from one end of the country to the 
other and his friends in Chicago were greatly 
shocked last night to learn he is dying. He 
was more than a good fellow among mem- 
bers of the profession. He not only gave his 
good will Sut his means toward helping his 
associates along. He never hesitated to 
throw open his house for a benefit and in 
his capacity as manager he brought out a 
number of prominent actors. Among those was 
Mary Anderson. He was her tutor, and when 
he saw the merit in the young Kentucky girl 
he starred her in one of his companies at 
Louisville and Cincinnati. From there he 
took her to St. Louis, and subsequently sent 
her over the country onan extremely success- 
ful tour. 

it takes an old-timer to tell when John W. 
Norton entered the theatrical profession. He 
was about 52 years old when he died and 40 
of those were spent in the business. He was 
born in New York City, but the East was not 
the tield of his special activity. Inthe early 
days he played a leading part in all the current 
plays. He was not suchfa marked success 
in Shakspearean plays, although he was a 
good actorin them. Foratime he had the 
part of Julius Cesar with Barrett. He had 
a leading part in Romany Rye when that 
play was produced in New York. 

Nearly a quarter of a century ago he be- 
came specially identified with St. Louis. For 
along time he was manager of the Grand 
Opera-House there. For the last fifteen years 
he has been the lessee of the house. He 
made it a popular place and always presented 
good attractions. He marrieda Miss Stock- 
man in St. Louis, and out of this marriage 
grew the most unfortunate event of his life. 
About eight years ago his wife eloped with 
one Moore, a personal friend of Norton. He 
was thrown into sudden illness by this oc- 
currence. followed by a comatose condition. 
He was believed to be dead and his obituary 
was printed in the leading papers of the coun- 
try. These obituaries he had the pleasure of 
subsequently reading. 

With David Henderson he opened the Chi- 
cago Opera-House, and continued a partner 
until five years ago, when he sold his interest 


David Henderson in the Duquesne Theater at 
Pittsburg. He had $10,000 in that enter- 
prise. Besides his theatrical interests he 
owned a number of houses in St. Louis. 


John W. Norton was born in *New 
York City in 1842. He went on the 
stage in his earliest youth and 
soon displayed a genius for tragedy. 


He attracted the favorable notice of Ben De 
Bar while a mem f that famous manager’s 
stock company, au was installed as manager 
of the Grand Odera@iiouse, and continued to 
hold the position after De Bar’s death, when

the theater. Mr. Norton had been 
in delicate health for several years. 


His last appearance on the stage was in his 
favorite role of Lord Waiter in the Hunch- 
back by request of Julia Marlowe, this 
this winter.

FIRE IN THE MONTREAL LIBRARY. 


Bullding Damaged $50,000 and Valuable 

Old Books Ruined. 
MonTreaL, Que., Jan. 28.—[Special. ]— 
Mechanics’ Institute, at St. James and St. Pe- 
ter streets, containing the public library, the 
most valuable in Canada on account of the 
extreme age of some of the works it contains, 
was set on fire this evening. The damage to 
the building is estimated at $50,000. It can 
can. be safely stated that most of its thousands 
of volumes have been destroyed. A former 
caretaker, John Robertson, has been arrested 
on suspicion of knowing how the fire started. 
The flames burst out in one of the top floors 
shortly after 8 o’clock. There were two meet- ö 
ings in progress.

The gen- 
eral alarm sent in and the crowds of frantic 
people rushing from the flames which broke

Suddenly Mr. Harmon saw two men ap- 
proaching him from the north.

An act to authorize the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to issue bonds to maintain a sufficient gold 
reserve and to redeem and retire United States 


notes and for other ses. 

Bo it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 

resentatives of the United States of America in 
> assembied that, in order to enable the 
Secretary of the Treasury to procure and main- 
tain a sufficient gold reserve and to redeem and 
retire United States legal tender notes and 
Treasury notes issued under the act of July 14, 
1890, entitled An act directing the urchase 
of silver bullion and the issue of Treasury 
notes thereon,” and for other pur- 

* he is hereby authorized to issue 
aud sell at not less than par in gold except as 
provided in Sec. 2 of this act, United States reg- 
istered or coupon bonds in denominations of $20 
and $50 and multiplies of said sums respective- 
ly. payable fifty years after in gold coin of the 
United States of the present weight and fineness, 
and bearing interest ata rate not exceeding 3 
per cent per annum. payable quarterly in like 
coin; and such bonds and the interest thereon 
shall have like qualities, privileges, and exemp- 
tions as the bonds issued under the act approved 
July 14, 1870, entitled An act to authorize the 
refunding of the national debt. Such bonds 
may be sold and delivered in the United States 
or elsewhere as may be deemed most advantage- 
ous to the interests of the government. 

Sec. 2. That whenever any other legal tender 
notes or Treasury notes shall be redeemed in 
gold they shall be canceled and not reissued; 
and the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby au- 
thorized in his discretion to receive United 
States legal tender notes and Treasury notes is- 
sued under the aforesaid act of July 14, 1890, in 
payment for any of the bonds issued under the 
preceding section of this act. and the notes so vo- 
ceived shail be canceled and not reissued. ! 


New Rules for National Banks. 


Sec. 3. That hereaftdr National Banking As- 
sociations may take out circulating notes in the 
manner now provided by law,to an amount 
equal to the par value of the bonds deposited to 
secure the same. But this provision shall not 
apply to any bonds now outstanding bearing n- 
terest at the rate of 2 per cent only. 

Sec. 4. That hereafter no national bank notes 
of less denomination than $10 shall be is- 
sued, and as rapidly as such notes of denomina- 
tions less than $10 shall be received into 
the Treasury. otherwise than for redemption and 
retirement, they shall be canceled, and an equal 
amount of notes of like character, but in denom- 
inations of $10 and multiples thereof, shail 
be issued in their places.

GOLD RESERVE IS LOWER THAN EVER. 
Last Week 


Over Half the Withdrawals 
Were Exported. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 28.—The total 
withdrawals of gold today was $3,975,000, 
of which $38,690,000 was from the Subtreas- 
ury at New York and $285,000 from Boston, 
leaving the gold reserve at the close of busi- 
ness $31,773,173, or $416,327 lower than 
ever before. The amount of the withdrawals 
last week was $15,200,327, of which 
$7,322,000 was exported. 

New York, Jan. 28.—/[Special.]—Today 
$3,750,000 in gold coin was withdrawn from 
the Subtreasury here. Asfar as announced 
the shipment of coin this week will 
be $4,500,000. Of this $3,500,000 will go 
out by the Lahn tomorrow. Wednesday will 
probably bring more announcements of 
space taken on the English steamers, and 
careful estimates place the shipments of the 
week at $10,000,000, against the $14.000,- 
000 of last week. The breakin foreign ex- 
change rates this afternoon was explained as 
in turn caused by a demand for $17,000,000 
to be used in the organization of the Brook- 
lyn warehouse scheme. This would simply 
mean the use of this small amount of funds 
for a day or two, for in that time it would be 
back in the banks. Instead of seeking loan- 
ing chances the banks are by general consent 
confining their accommodation to depositors, 
and are very chary even then. 

The country bankers are not sustaini 
their demands for gold, for in these days o 
minimum earnings it is hard for the rural 
financier to forego that 2 per cent on city 
balances merely to hear gold jingle in 
his home vault. The business instinct 
to take no chances which can be pro- 
vided against is coming to the front in the 
present situation. One large ‘importer has 
obligations in London maturing in May. He 
has borrowed the money on the low rate now 
prevailing here and sent it toa London bank 
toawaitthe date of payment. Other im- 
porters are doing the same thing to such an 
extent as to contuse and upset all ordinary 
trade prognostications. 

That purchase of $1,500,000 in gold bars 
the other day is said to nave been made by 
the Illinois Central road, which decided to

VALUABLE PRANOHISES VOTED HIM 
BY THE OITY OOUNOIL 


He Ie Empowered to Operate His Lines 
with Cable or Electric Power and to 
Make Wire Connections Just as He 
Pleases=Ald, Mann Fights the Scheme, 
but to No Purpose=Proposed Amend- 
ments Uarshly Trested- Veto of the 
Two Ordinances Not Improbable. 


Two valuable franchises were voted to the 
Yerkes companies at the Council meeting last 
evening. One was given to the North Chi- 
cago Street railroad company and the other 
to the West Chicago Street railroad company. 
Each provides that the care may be operated 
by cable or electric power, or by any power 
the company may have the authority 
to operate its cars with under any 
ordinance or ordinances in the city. 
Permission was given the North Chicago 
company to operate its electric cars over and 
along any part 6r parts of its cable tracks as 
may be necessary in order to connect the 
electric line in any street with the electric 
line in any other street, and to place and at- 
tach overhead wires to and beneath any ele- 
vated railroad structure in any streets where 
the companies shali operate an electric rail- 
way, simply upon obtaining consent of the 
company owning the elevated road, 

The hospital ordinance of the Judiciary 
committee was passed, and the report of the 
Finance committee, abolishing the office of 
Superintendent of Machinery. was passed. A 
resolution looking to the passage of an ordi- 
nance providing that the office of City Coa- 
troller shall be elective instead of appointive 
went to the Judiciary committee. 

Ald. Muelhoefer called up the ordinunce re- 
ported by the joint Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West, which gives a blanket franchise 
tothe North Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany. The amendments which were offered 
were the occasion of much discussion, and 
various motions to defeat the measure by the 
small minority which stood out against its 


passage, 
Provisions of the Ordinance. 


The ordinance gives the railroad company 
the right to lay down, maintain, and operate 
a singie or double track street railroad, with 
allthe necessary and convenient turnouts, 
etc., from State street in and along Indiana 
street and across the Indiana street bridge to 
the west side of the North Branch of the Chi- 
cago River, thence westerly in and along 
Grand avenue to Halsted street and to 
connect at any and all street intersec- 
tions any track or tracks to be laid 
with the tracks of any railroad owned, leased, 
or operated by this company. It gives per- 
mission to connect the tracks located at the 
intersection of State street with Lake street 
with the tracks at such intersection belonging 
tothe West Division Street railway compa- 
ny. The usual provision that the street 
railroad company is to keep the streets in re- 
pair is followed and the company is required 
to keep its cars heated from ember to 
March inclusive. The cars may be operated 
by cable or electric power, or any power the 
company may have, authority to operate 
its cars under any ordinances of the city, 
and is given the right to change this power 
whenever improvements in appliances are 
satisfactory to the company.“ o ordinance 
contains the usual provision regarding in- 
demnifying and keepmg harmless the city 
against legal damages, judgments, etc., and 
exacts a license of $50 a car a year. The 
company is required to give a bond of 820, 
000 for the faithful observance and per- 
formance of the conditions of the ordinance. 

But the following section is the one that is 
viewed with the greatest alarm: 

Sec. 10. And permission and authority are 
also hereby granted to said company to operate 
its electric cars over and along any part or parts 
of its cable tracks as may necessary in order 
to connect the electric line in any street with the 
electric line in any other street; 
to and attach . overhead 
to and beneath any elevated 
road structure in any street where said company 
shall operate an electric railway upon obtain- 
ing consent from the elevated railroad company 
to attach such overhead wires; and to construct 
and operate over and across any bridge or 
bridges and to the end of the farther approach 
to such brid or bridges any electric line of 
street railroad in any street leading to any such 
bridge or bridges. 

Ald. Mann Fights Stubbornaly. 


During the consideration of the ordinance 
a spirited fight was inaugurated by Ald. Mann 
concerning the remonstrances filed by the 
Indiana street property-owners. Ald, un 
insisted upon these being read and finally 
succeeded, though he apparently believed 
that something was being held back. He 
next moved to refer the ordinance back to 
the joint committee, but this was tabled on 
a vote of 39 yeas to 25 aays. 

Then Ald. Kent tried to strike out the priv- 
ilege given the company to operate a single 
line, but it was tabled. Then Ald. Muelhoef.- 
er, who lea the fight forthe measure, offered 
an amendment to the effect that the cars may 
he operated by electric power, or in case of 
an emergency, change, or improvement in 
method by any power said company may 
have the authority to operate its cars under 
any ordinance or ordinances of the city. This 
was adopted. 

Ald. Kleinecke saddled a five-cent continuous 
ride amendment on the measure, and 
O'Neill tried to get au amendment through 
compelling the railroad company to carry 
policemen, firemen, and letter-carriers free of 
charge, but Muelhoefer sent up a substitute 
which provided for policemen and firemen 
only, and it was adopted on a vote of 54 to 8. 

Ald. Kent got an amendment through ‘that 
the franchise should not extend beyond the 
period of any of the other franchises of this 
company. Ald. O'Neill tried to compel the 
company to pave the entire street, but his ef- 
forts were useless.

OMISSION AS TO SILVER INTENTIONAL. 


Explanation of the President’s Attitude 
Toward the Springer Bill. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 28.—It was con- 
sidered very significant that Mr. Springer's 
bill contained no mention of silver, and the 
suggestion was made that perhaps the omis- 
sion was intended to permit concessions to the 
silver men. Mr. Springer openly avowed that 
the bill was the administration’s and was 
drawn at the Treasury Department. It was 
learned from a source very close tothe admin- 
istration that the omission of any silver 
provision was intentional. The President 
has no objection, the member who gave this 
information said, to the provision for the 
coinage of sivér bullion in tie Treasury and 
the seigniorage@but he did not care to make 
any recommendanons to that effect with the 
understanding that if such amendment was 
proposed the friends of the administration 
would make no objection to it. 

There is some doubt whether the House» 
Committee on Banking and Currency will 
agree to report the bond bill to the House to- 
morrow.

SUBSTITUTE FOR THE REILLY MEASURE. 


New Pacific Railroad Bill Is Presented by 
Mr. Boatner. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—A substitute 
for the Reilly Pacific railroad bill has been 
introduced in the House by Representative 
Boatner of Louisiana. The bill will provide 
fora Pacific Railroad Commission to take 
charge of the government-aided roads when 
they default in the payment of their debts, 
and to control them as representatives of the 
government untila comprehensive plan can 
be adopted by Congress for settling the rela- 
tions of the company with the government. 
The commission is to consist of three mem- 
bers, whe will receive salaries of $10,000, 
and to be given the powers of management 
usually exercised by railroad directors. An- 
other feature of the plan is to authorize the 
commission to investigate all the dealings of 
the subsidized roads, and to recommend a 
plan for securing restitution to the govern- 
ment of diverted funds. If they find that any 
have been diverted, the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to put the roads 
in the hands of the Commissioners. 
Stringent provisions to insure the prosecution 
of these investigations are made and the Com- 
missioners are authérized to institute suits in 
the name of the United States against persons 
who have been guilty of frauds of any sort in 
connection with these affairs. Provisions are 
made for the sales of the roads after the suits 
have been decided and their affairs adjusted. 
A canvass of members known to oppose the 
Reilly bill is being made to induce them if 
possible to unite upon this scheme, which is 
in the nature of a compromise between the 
Reilly bill and the various foreclosures and 
government control and ownership.

HE ADVISES THE LEGUMINOUS CROPS. 


More Food in Them than In the Ordinary 
Hav Grasses. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 28.—The general 
principles of feeding farm animals are but- 
lined in an important bu!letin of the Agricult- 
ural Department, completed by Assistant 
Director Allen of the office of experiment sta- 
tions. The conditions of the market, says the 
report, must govern the selection of feeding 
stuffs for the stock. Experiments show 
that hay from the leguminous crops, 
as clover, lupines, alfalfa, and cowpea, con- 
tains about twice as much digestible protein 
as hay from the grasses, and accordingly the 
seeds of those plants are recommended by the 
department as substitutes for the expensive 
commercial feeds, There has been consider- 
able misconception as to the value of cooking 


or steaming food for stock, Experiments, 
however, indicate that cooki or steam. 
ing coarse or unpalatable food is advantage- 
ous, not on account of making the 
food more nutritious, but in inducing 
the animals to eat larger quantities. Boiling 


cotton-seed is reported advantageous for 
steers. Soaking wheat for pigs is quite gen- 
erally recommended, and the report advo- 
cates soaking corn for steers if it can be done 
for six cents a bushel. The recently prevuil- 
ing low price of wheat has led to its use to a 
considerable extent as a food for growing and 
fattening anima!s. The departinent estimates 
that up to last November upwards of 46. 
000.000 bushels of wheat had been fed by 
the farmers of the United States.

At the 
outset the attorneys for the defendants other 
than the members of the Board of Directors 
of the American Railway Union objected to 
any testimony relatmgto the convention of 
the order.

On cross-examination by Mr. Darrow Mr. 
Rice admitted that he went to Milwaukee to 
testify in astrike case for the St. Paui road 
on a pass furnished by President Miller of the 
road, 

Do you not know that you and Mr, Miller 
violated the inter-State commerce law in ac- 
cepting and giving this pass? asked Mr. 
Darrow. 

The court said: Mr, Darrow, I will not let 
you go on inthis way. The next thing Mr. 
Miller will want to come into court to testify 
in the inatter, and | cannot allow other issues 
than the main one to be brought into court. 
„We should like to see Mr. Miller come 
into court,“ replied Mr. Darrow. 

The witness said he had never heard any- 
thing said by the officers of the union in re- 
gard to intercepting or obstructing the United 
States mails. 

In we atternoon Mr. Rice was cross.exam- 
ined by some of the counsel for the de- 
fendants outside of the officers of the union 
and disclaimed any knowledge of them or 
their participation in the strike. 

Henry ©. Shepard of Henry O. Shepard & 
Co., printers, said his firm had printed the 
Railway Times during the strike period.

‘MEET WITH APPROVAL 


RECOMMENDATIONS IN THE PRESI- 
DENT’S MESSAGE INDORSED, 


The Financial Policy Outlined Considered 
Sound by Bankers, bat Doubts Ex- 
pressed as to Ite Adoption=—Large En- 
g*gements of Gol“ for Export An- 
nounced=Stock Markets Show Little 

endency to Advance est of Electric 
Iway Operation. 

The one point of interest in the financial 
situation yesterday was the President's 
message. It was received on every hand with 
the most unanimous approval. Not a banker 
was found who did not thoroughly indorse 
the recommendations, and students of finan- 
cial affairs seem to agree unanimously that 
the carrying through of these recommenda- 
tions will set at rest all questions regarding 
our currency system. The pleasure with 
which the message was received was a good 
deal dampened, however, by the small pros- 
pect. which, in the opinion of most people. 
there is for adoption of measures in accord- 
ance with the recommendations. Everyone 
agreed that the passage of the bill introduced 
by Representative Springer yesterday, which 
was drawn in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions in the President's message, will definitely 
sot at fest all doubts regarding the currency. 
But few people were found who took a hopetul 
view regarding the action of Congress. 

The urgency for action of some sort was again 
emphasized by the gold exporters. The engago- 
ments for shipment by today’s steamers reached 
$3,500,000. Already $500,000 have been en- 
gaged for shipment Wednesday. The arrange- 
ment for the movement of $4,000.000 so early in 
the week showed how sharp the export tendency 
is. The sterling exchange market beld out no 
hope of a cessation of shipments. Quotations for 
sterling exchange were really firmer, if that was 
possible, than they have been. There is a round 
profit under the present rate of exchange in ship- 
ping gold and the movement for the week is cor- 
tain to be enormous. 

The effect of the message on speculative mar- 
kets is not great. It brought momentary buoy- 
ancy in Wall street, but among speculators there 
is altogether too lively an appreciation of the 
difficulty in getting the measures suggested 
through Congress to permit of any great en- 
thusiasm on the bull side. Definite indications 
of an agreement between Congress and the Pres- 
ident would without question be followed by a 
8 improved tone in speculative affairs. 

ut stock market operators are exceedingly 
skeptical about such an agreement. Some of the 
private wire houses declare that heavy sales of 
stock on account of Washington Congressmen 

did not indicate any great prospect that patriot- 

ism was to rise superior to politics and personal 

interest, 

In the local stock market the message was 
practically without effect. The market was ex- 
ceedingly dull and no one was inclined to bet 
very heavily on the effect of legislation, which. 
they feared would be extremely difficult to get.

Let it be said of her at the 
outset that she won the sympathies of her 
audience; and that she received the plaudits 
which testified to the womanliness, if 
not to the surpassing art, of her 
impersonation. She speaks with 
just the silightest . foreign accent 
that could be imagined; so slight is it that 
ene knows not to what part of the continent 
to attribute it, but it is certain that she never 
obtained it in England. There are times in 
her acting when it is evident that she has 
been studying Henry Irving. She has just 
absorbed enough of his method to flatter her 
model and to please Mr. Irving’s admirers. 
Her one strong hold as an actress is her 
natural sensibility and one cou!d not see that 
this was strongly demonstrated in the first 
act. 

In the secon@ act, however, the new Camille 
became caressing with Armand; and it was 
in this act particularly that she won the audi- 
ence, She now and then descended to a 
stroke of naturalness—of familiarity—which 
the spectators recognized by quick and spon- 
taneous applause. If sensitiveness alone 
could have constituted a great actress Oiga 
Nethersole would have been hailed as 
one before two acts of Camille“ 
were over; but in the third act, 
especially in the scene with the Elder Duval, 
she carried sensibility to a degree that became 
excessive.

Miss Nethersole 
suffered from the inclemency of the weather 
and showed her distress as frankly as Mme. 
Dnse did when similarly affected. One could 
be vertain from that moment that she was 


vot an Englishwoman bred, because this 


elight maneerism is decidedly continental. 
After the fourth act, when the applau-e natur- 
ally falls to Armand, Miss Nethersole depre- 
cated the generosity of the audience, which 
insisted on giving her the greater share of the 
honors, Her success was a moral as weil as 
an artistic triumph, the audience liking her 
for what she was as well as for what she 
assumed to be. 

Mr. Maurice Barrymore as Armand woke 
up in the gambling scene of Act IV. to the 
possibilities of his part and he made the most 
of them. He had not much heart to put into 
the early juveniiities of the character, when 
he was evidently ill at ease. Mr. Barton Hill 
was unaccountaoly stiff as the Eider Duval, 
using his arms as if he were an automaton. 
Mr. George Nash was an easy Count de Var- 
ville, but without distinction. One was sorry 
to see the excellent Mrs. E. J. Philips wasted 
on vulgar Mme.

_ MISS NETHERSOLE OFF THE STAGE, 


Tells Something of Her Ideals, Her Suc- 
cesses, and of the Public. 

Miss Olga Nethersole arrived in Chicago at 
4:30 o’ciock yesterday morning.

A 
great manyin the auditorium had enjoyed 
Mr. Tree’s performances in London and were 
gathered to give him the greeting of old 
friends; others who had never seen, had 
heard of his art and knew it to be 
true, interesting, and original in method. 
Hence the reception of the new actor was 
most cordial. At the close of the one-act 
piece the audience was still more demonstra- 
tive in expressions of its pleasure over the 
visit of the English player. Beerbohm Tree’s 
performance was so ad’virable that he was 
cheered and applauded to the echo. With the 
exception ot Mr. Iremg and Miss Terry no 
foreign player har received a more enthusias- 
— greeting than that accorded to Beerbohm 

ree. 

He is a tall, slender, distinguished looking 
man with nervous, graceful gestures, fine 
hands, an intellectual head, eloquent eyes, 
and a face full of expression. He is an ad- 
mirable actor. He seems to think his part 
more than to feel it, or, in other words, 
to act more with his head than his 
heart. Hence his performance of Grin- 
goire in the first play appealed to the 
intelligence of the spectators rather than to 
their sympathies.

Princess Claudia, sis- 
ter to Alexis, hates nihilism, but in order to 
protect her brother from the secret police she 
arranges to place a red lamp in her window 
when she learns a raid is to be made on the 
conspirators. Hence the title of the drama. 

In the first play Mr. Tree was the life and 
picture of a young poet, half-starved, fuli of 
genius, and tender in love. In the second 
piece: he was a red-faced, venerable, gouty, 
and wholly natural police functionary.

MERELY ADJUSTING WAGE scALR 


Joliet Steel Works Officials Deny They 
Have Serious Labor Troubles. 


The officials of the Illinois Steel company 
here say the reports of labor troubles at the 
Joliet steel works have been exaggerated. 
Jay C. Morse, President of the company, 
said: 

There is always some controversy over ad- 
justing the scale of wages forthe year, and 
no more this year than usual.

CLEVELAND FORK HONESTY AND HONOR. 

President Cleveland sent a message to Con- 
gress yesterday advocating the issue of long- 
term bonds, redeemfble in gold, as the only 
means of putting an end to the present 
financial stress and preventing a recurrence 
of the drain of the gold reserve. He said the 
reul trouble which confronts us consists in a 
lack of confidenge in the continuing ability or 
disposition of the governtnent to pay its 
obligations in gold. The only way left open 
for procuring gold is by the sale of bonds, and 
the only bonds now authorized by law to be 
issued are not well calculated to meet present 
needs, It is by no means certain that coin 
bonds can much longer be disposed of at a 
price creditable to the financial character of 
our government, 


We have now outstanding about 500 mill 
ion dollars of currency notes of the govern- 


ment for which gold may be demanded, and 


the law requires that when redeemed they 


shall be reissued. Thus they may ve used 
many times in drawing gold from the Treas- 
ury. More than 172 millions in gold have 
been drawn out during the last year for ship- 
ping abroad or hoarding at home. An ade- 
quate gold reserve isin ail circumstances ab- 
solutely essential to the upholding of our 
public credit and to the maintenance of our 
high national character. The reserve now is 
so lowasto need speedy reinforcement, A 
simple increase of revenue would not cure our 
troubles. There is now in the Treasury a 
comfortable surplus of more than 63 mil!- 
ions, but it is not in gold, and therefore does 
not meet our difficulty, and the President 
does not understand that the real friends of 
silver desire a condition that might follow in. 
action or neglect to appreciate the meaning 
of the present exigency if it should result in 
the entire banishment of gold from our 
financial and currency arrangements, He 
says he desires to see silver recognized to such 
an extent as is consistent with financial 
safety and the preservatior, of national 
honor and credit, but is not willing to see 
gold entirely banished from our currency and 
finances. To avert such a consequence he be- 
lieves “‘ thorough and radical remediat legis- 
lation should be promptly passed, and there- 
fore begs Congress to give the subject im me- 
diate attention. 

President Cleveland says the Treasury should 
be authorized to issue bonds for the purpose 
of procuring and maintaining a sufficient gold 
reserve and the redemption and cancellation 
of the legal tenders and the Treasury notes. 
We should be relieved from the humiliating 
process of issuing bonds to procure gold im- 
mediately and repeatedly to be drawn out on 
these obligations. The principal and interest 
of the new bonds should be payable on their 
face in gold, because they should be sold only 
for gold or its representative and because 
there probably would be difficulty in favor- 
ably disposing of bonds not containing this 
Stipulation. He suggests that the bends be 
issued in denominations of $20 and $50 and 
their multiples, bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 3 per cent per annum, be made paya- 
ble fifty years from their dates, be purchasa- 
ble with the legal tenders and Treasury notes 
to be retired, and be made the basis of na- 
tional bank note circulation upto their face 
value. The last named provision he would 
have apply to all other bonds of the United 
States except those outstanding which bear 
interest at only 2 per cent and which will sell 
in the market at less than par. National 
banks should not be allowed to take out cir- 
culating notes for less than $10 each, those 
for $5 now in circulation being repiaced by 
$10 on reachmg the Treasury unless sent 
there for redemption or retirement. Silver 
certificates for $10 and upward should be re- 
placed by certificates vf denominations of less 
than $10. Duties on imports should be paid 
in gold, allowing all other dues to the govern- 
ment to be paid in any other form of money. 

The President avows his belief that all these 
provisions shouid be embodied in our laws if 
we are to enjoy a complete reinstatement of a 
sound financial condition, and he calls atten- 
tion to the fact that their adoption need not 
interfere with any currency scheme providing 
for the iacrease of the circulating medium 


through the agency of national or State 
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the new tariff had gone into full effect and 
manufacturers knew exactly where they stood 
and after the November election had shown 
that there was to be no more cutting down of 
the tariff protection, the period of uncertainty 
and uneasiness would come to an end and 
business would be resumed on a lower wage 
scale and go uhead without disturbance. 

But this belief appears to have been a mis- 
taken one. Industrial peace has not come. 
One great reason why it has not seems to be 
the inability of the Democrats to manage the 
finances of the country in such a way that no 
one at home or abroad can doubt the sound- 
ness of the currency or think it possible that 
the gold standard wil! not be maintained. 

A revival of business such as all desire can- 
not be expected at a time when foreigners are 
selling their American securities and getting 
their pay in gold drawn from the diminishing 
Treasury reserve, or when timid Americans 
ate turning their legal-tender paper moncy 
into gold and locking it up in safety deposit 
vaults. No manufacturer is able to tell what 
the financial condition of the country will be 
a few months hence. A feeling of uneasiness 
and distrust is pervading all classes of the 
community. 

What is needed most of all is legisiation 
which will convince every one that the credit 
of the government will be maintained and 
that there will be no drop to a silver standard 
or a departure no matter how slight from the 
gold standard. When such legislation has 
been secured then busiress will begin to re- 
vive, and sume reasonably permanent settic- 
ment of wage scales will be possible. The 
working people of the country are suffering 
cruelly because a party which professes to be 
devoted to them first adapted a tariff which 
cut down their pay, and then followed that up 
by a financial policy, or lack of a policy, 
which keeps them from going to work under 
that tariff.

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THE LATEST STREET RAILWAY ORDI- 
NANCE, 

There is an ordinance now before the Coun- 
cil to give the North and West Side street 
railways the right to run cars on certain streets 
and across certain bridges. This measure 
seems to have been inspired in part by the 
application made by another independent 
corporation operating the Twenty-second 
street line for a franchise which will enable it 
to extend to the north and east so as to reach 
Lincoln Park. Seemingly it is the desire of 
the old companies to anticipate the new one 
and get possession of bridges which the latter 
Will have to use in order to cross from the 
West to the North Side. 

As competition in street railway service is 
neither undesirable nor impossible it would 
be an error for the Council to pass an ordi- 
nance in favor of the North and West Side 
companies which would confine within nar- 
row limitsa company which is desirous to 
compete with them. Therefore Mr. Yerkes 
should not be given an exclusive right of way 
across some North Branch bridge on which 
there is no track at present. The ordinance 
should reserve to the city the right to allow 
any other company to cross that bridge also, 
using on proper terms the tracks laid thereon 
by another company. There is uo reason 
why two disticct corporations should not use 
Indiana street bridge, for instance. The con- 
stant aim of the old companies has been to 
get contrul of the bridges, and they have been 
quite suecessful therein. The city should go 


| no farther than it has. 


An objectionable feature of the pending 
ordinance is that it extends for several years 
the term of life of franchises previously given. 
Many of these will expire in 1903. It is pro- 
posed to extend them to 1915 without any re- 
turn to the city beyond the regular license 
fee for each car run. On some of the streets 
mentioned in the ordinance the companies 
are ranning horse cars now, and have a right 
to do so for the next eight years. It is pro- 
posed to allow them to change to the trolley 
system, the installation of which will not 
eost much and which brings with it a decrease 
of operating expenses, and yet extend the 
franchise twelve years. The companies are 
to receive substantial benefits and are to give 
nothing in return. 

This ordinance should be examined with 
considerable care by the Aldermen. It should 
not be rushed through as such measures gen- 
erally are, unless the Aldermen are desirous 
to give the Legislature another reason for 
investigating them.

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VOTING AN EXCESSIVE SALARY, 

The law fixes the salary of the Cook County 
Treasurer at $4,000, and provides also that if 
he deposits the funds of the county in a bank 
and draws interest thereon he may retain one- 
fourth of that interest, as extra compensa- 
tion for the extra care, and responsibility as- 
sumed in making that fund bear interest. 
The remaining three-fourths must be turned 
into the treasury. It is estimated that that 
interest has amounted to $100,000a year, 
Probably not as much as that will be realized 
in 1895, but it will be over $80,000, one- 
fourth of which is $20,000, which with the 
$4,000 of salary makes a total of $24,000, 
That is very fair pay for an officer who is not 
overworked. It is true he gives a large bond, 
but that is given by persons interested in the 
banks with which he deposits. It costs the 
Treasurer nothing to give it. 

The County Treasurer is two gentlemen in 
one. Hecoliectsatax as County Collector. 
He has the custody of it as County Treasurer. 
Nevertheless but one office. It was 
stated in Sunday’s paper that the present 
Treasurer asked for and got from the County 
Board an extra allowance of $5,000 as Coun- 
ty Collector, thus raising his pay to about 


right gradually and from day to day to supersede 
its employés if it can by new employés who will 
work on its terms, or to supersede them all at 
once when it has obtained a sufficient number of 
new employés for that purpose; but in such a con- 
troversy it has not the right to stop its cars while 
it is thus gradually getting other men. 


This is either a poor joke or a curious dis- 
play of ignorance, The case seems to present 
itself to the Judge after this fashion: A 
street railway has been paying $2.50 a day 
toits men. It decides that $2.25 is a fairer 
rate. The men are asked if they will work 
for the lower wages. They say unanimously 
they will not. Thereupon the company be- 
gins looking around for men who will. As 
fast as it finds half adozen it sets them at 
work, dropping at the same time that many 
$2.50 men. And this is to be kept up till all 
the high-priced men are replaced by low- 
priced ones. Or, if the company employs 
2.000 men & must gather up that number of 
new ones here and there, calling them from 
other parts of the country, and have them ig 


readiness so that some Monday morning it 


can drop all the old men and put the new 
ones at work. 

If the Judge had read any strike literature 
he would have learned that it is nct the habit 
of organized labor to allow this plan of grad- 
ual substitution to be carried out. When an 
employer asks for a wage reduction and the 
men say they will not consent, if the former 
ventures to dismiss one or two and replace 
them with lower-priced, unorganized labor, all 
the men quit at once. They know what is up 
perfectiy well. Or if Judge Gaynor imagines 
that a Brooklyn street railway company could 
get a complete new set of men and ba ve them 
ready te go to work without the old employés 
knowing it he is very much mistaken. That 
is something which has not been done and 
cannot be done. If he fancies that the old 
hands are going to remain passive while the 
employer is making elaborate arrangements 
to replace them he misjudges his men. 

The Judge assumes that a company has a 
legal right gradually to replace men who in- 
sist on high wages with those who are satisfied 
with lower ones. It hassuch a right doubt- 
less. Butan attempt to exercise that right 
leads straight to a strike. And that etrike 
means not merely the old men leaving but 
their taking decided steps to keer new ones 
from working. Then the public is incom- 
moded, and Judge Gaynor says that sooner 
than have that occur the company must pay 
whatis asked of it until the old employés 
will work for less themselves or make no re- 
sistance to the employment of new men at 
lower rates. 
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PLAN FOR FINANCIAL RELIEI. 

Between the date of the last loan and the 
bank statement of ten days ago the ciearing- 
house banks of New York City increased their 
specie holdings by $18,785,000, It may be 
presumed that some of this was drawn from 
other sources than the Treasury, and that a 
large percentage of the gain consists of gold 
coins which are light in weight, for which 
reason they were sorted out from coin with- 
drawn for exporters. 
New York Journal of Commerce makes the 
point that there is no evidence whatever of

In that ease the 
banks would do the same and the country be 
plunged into the alleged bimetallism,“ 
which would consist of silver and silver paper 
without any gold, Then it would be seen 
that the banks have contributed to precipi- 
tate the silver basis upon the people and to 
have done a very bad thing for their depos- 
itors while protecting themselves. As no 
one understands this drift better than the 
bankers do, and some of them are free to ad- 
init it, they also may be assumed to be un- 
willing to assume responsibility for such a 
catastrophe. Hence they should not be found 
backward in such action as may be necessary 
to protect their own interests by shieiding 
those of the Treasury and the national credit. 

The J. C. suggests as a means of doing this 
the following, in conjunction with the giving 
of the Treasury authority to borrow abroad 
some 30 millions of gold, redeemable at the 
pleasure of the government after ten years, 
the principal and interest payable in gold 
coin: The banks of New York, Boston, and

TAHSIN PASHA DEPRIVED OF HIS POST. 


Tarkish-Armenian Atrecity Commission 
Begins Work with a Sensation. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 28.—At the prelimi- 
nary sitting of the commission to inqvire 
into the Turkish atrocities in Armenia the. 
foreign delegates urged the suspersion of 
Tahsin Pasha and the Valiof Bitlis pending 
the course of the inquiry. The British, 
French, and Russian Envoys ure now urging 
the Turkish Government to take the action 
required. It transpires that not one of 
the fifty-eight Armenians recently tried 
at Erzirghiam was condemned to death and 
only twenty-one were sentericed to penal 
servitude for life. Late this evening it was 
announced that Tabsin Pasha, one of the of- 
ficiais complained of by the foreign dele- 
gates with the Armenian Commission, had, 
upon the representations of the three foreign 
envoys previously referred to, been deprived 
of his post. He is provisionally succeeded by 
Eumer Bey, a member of the corm mission, 

Vienna, Jan. 28.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says that Riz Pasha, the Turkish 
Minister of Justice, has returned to Mgr. 
Izmirlian, the Armenian Patriarch, the letter 
which was recently sent to the Minister of 
Justice upon taking possession of the Patri- 
archate. The Minister of Justice in sending 
back this letter has demanded the suppression 
of the portion relating to the imprisonment 
of the Bishop of Moosh and other Bishops. 
Mgr. Izmirlian, however, has returned the 
letter, declining to alter it on the ground that 
he could not distort the truth, since the 
Bishop of Mcosgh is still in prison. 

Lonpox, Jan. 28.—The Turkish Embassy 
here says the report that the Turkish Govern- 
ment has authorized foreign newspaper men 
to visit the Armenian diatrict of Sassoun is 
not correct. The statement is made at the 
Turkish Embassy that the Government. of 
Turkey considers that so long as the Arme- 
nian Commission has not made its report it 
would not be advisable to allow reporters to 
visit the scenes of the recent events, as it is 
thought any information they might collect, 
possibly from doubtful and unreliable 
sources, would throw no further light on the 
subject, but would interfere with the work of 
the commission and complicate matters.

Faure’s Message. 

Ribot, the new Premier, read the Presi- 
dent’s message in the Chamber of Deputies 
and Tarieux, the Minister of Justice, read it 
in the Senate. The message was as follows: 

Gentlemen: By raising me to the First Magis- 
tracy of the republic the National Assembly 
chose for these high functions one of the coun- 
try’s most modest servants. I should but imper- 
fectly express my profound gratitude if I did not 
return to the working democracy, to which I be- 
long, all the honor of this choice. It was to the 
democracy that the manifestation of the 17th 
was addressed. It was to the ebscure work in- 
cessantly accomplished by the democracy for 
the greatness of France that the representatives 
of the nation offered this solemn act of homage. 

I grasp the full extent of the duties imposed. 
upon me by the National Assembly in intrusting 
me with the task of guarding the Constitution. 
You will not find me wanting. You can count 
upon my entire devotion, and, above all, upon 
my vigilance in guaranteeing the application of 
constitutional iaw. By the absolute, calm, and 
complete confidence which attended the trans- 
ference of the Presidential power France has 
again shown how much she feels herself mistress 
of her own destinies under the protection of re- 
publican laws. 

Praise for the Kegime. 

The President then proceeded to praise ef- 
fusively the repubiican régime and the de- 
mocracy and alluded to the commg French ex- 
position of 1900. The message concluded as 
follows: 

In letters, art, and science; in industry, in com- 
merce and husbandry; in everything which dis- 
plays the fruitful activity of the country, in the 
serried ranks of universal suffrage, as in the po- 
litical world, the same ardor should unite all 
those who have at heart the prestige of the 
French name. To this union, to this common ef- 
fort for the power and glory of the French Re- 
public, I invite you in the certainty that I am the 
interpreter of the whole of our democracy. 

Several passages in the President's message, 
notably those referring to the Democracy and 
the necessity of union to achieve serious re- 
forms, were received with cheers. 

Goblet Causes a Debate. 

The President of the Chamber of Deputies 
notified the House that he had received an in- 
terpellation from Goblet, formerly Premier, 
in regard ‘to the general policy of the govern- 
ment, and an immediate debate on the sub- 
ject was ordered. 

Goblet asserted that the government was 
defying custom in not presenting to the 
Chamber a declaration of its policy. Expla- 
nations were needed especially upon the 
strange message of Casimir-Perier in resign- 
ing the Presidency and upon the rambling al- 
lusions about the late crisis, M. Faure’s elec- 
tion, and the late attempts of M. Bourgeoise 
to form a Cabinet, etc., all of which pointed 
to the necessity of a revision of the Constitu- 
tion. 
Goblet moved, as the order of the day, that 
the Chamber repudiate all compromise with 
the members of the Right and the policy of 
resistance to the Democracy. In reply Ribot 
asserted that it was at variance with all tra- 
ditions to state the policy of the government 
immediately after the reading of the Presi- 
dent’s message. He believed it was his duty 
to accept the mission of forming a Cabinet, 
and he had formed a ministry for Republican 
union. The Cabinet would look to it that all 
its officers respect the established institutions. 

Asks for Reform. 
„We ask the Chamber to have done with 
personal questions, he said. in order to 
reach the reform expected by the country. 
The reforms we shall strive for are those de- 
manded by the Republicans, We desire a 
faithful republic, We see the evolution which 
has taken place in the country and we do not 
wish to retard it. That is our program.” 
Bastid, Republican, moved an order of the 
day approving of the declaration of the gov- 
ernment, which motion was accepted by 
Ribot. Goblet, however, claimed precedence 
for his motion, but he was defeated by a vote 
of 336 to 141, and Bastid’s resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 322 to 79.

Witha last des- 
perate kick the strikers’ Executive commit- 
tee emphasized the point that they made this’

The letters to the Presidents of the trolley 
companies received scant courtesy.

It was believed by the 
striking committee when this letter was sent 
it would prove a point upon which a parempto- 
ry mandamus might be ordered, and by this 
means the companies would be beaten. But 
from the appearance of things today, 
the roads are making good headway with 
their operation of cars, and no permanent 
mandamus can be secured in the face of the 
fuct that the working of the lines recently un- 
der restraint appears to be moving along in 


zood shape. 

It is evident the committee which went to 
Philadelphia to confer with Mr. Sovereign 
got little satisfaction from bim in the direc- 
tion of making a sympathetic strike among all 
Knights of Labor in Brooklyn. The commit- 
tee got back today and reports the Knights of 
Labor men all over the country are to be re- 
quested to notify men engaged by the com- 
panies to keep away from Brooklyn. This is 
the extent of the sympathy movement. 

While Conholly made the propositioa to the 
companies that is construed as a virtual sur- 
render, the strike is by no means declared 
off; and it will not be declared off for some 
time for these reasons: A baliot must be taken 
first. The men who ordered the strike— 
the motermen and conductors, as reported in 
the district assem blies—must vote to declare 
it off. Were such action taken today the im- 
mediate effect would be that not 20 per cent 
of the ex-employés would find their old situa- 
tion open to them. 

A serious riot, in which a number of shots 
were fired by policemen and in which one 


man was probably fatally wounded, 
occurred this afternoon at Nostrand 
avenue and the Boulevard. A crowd of 
200 dragged the motorman and con- 
ductor from the car and were beating 
them when Roundsman Farrell and three 


patrolmen came to the rescue. The police 
charged, using their clubs with good effect 
and succeeded in scattering the crowd. A few 
seconds later on the mob returned to the 
fight and Officer Forbes, who was on 
duty on the car, drew his revolver 
and tired a shot at the strikers. 
Several other policemen also drew their guns 
and opened fire on the mob, Stones, bricks, 
and other missiles fell in showers. Several of 
the policemen were hit and slightly injured. 
Michael Madigan, 82 years of age, received a 
bullet wound on the leftside, He was re- 
moved to the hospital, where he now lies in a 
precarious condition. 

Wire cutting was continued on the Fulton 
avenue and Broadway lines near East New 
York during the afternoon. Capt. 
Gorman, with his patrol wagon, 
made a dash down from the depot 
every time trouble was reported, No pris- 
oners were taken, however, but the increas- 
ing crowds in this section led to the sending 
out of military guards under command of 
Sergeants with the repair wagons and the 
working towers. 

At the Fulton avenue stables fifteen of the 
old men applied for reinstatement this after- 
noon and they will be put to work tomorrow 
morning. No organized trouble is expected, 
and the etrikers are now wearing badges bear-

‘MASTS CHOPPED OFF. 


EVIDENCE THAT THE OHIOORA’S 
OREW WAS WELL WARNED. 


Two Masts That Had Been Chopped and 
Broken Of Are Picked Up at Sauga- 

tack, Mich«Most of the III rated 
Steamer’s Cabin Is Also . Washed 
Ashore There Mork in Searching for 
‘the Bodies Is Necessarily Postponed 
Because of the Ice. 

Beyroy Hanson, Mich., Jan. 28.—[ Spe- 
eial.I— Work in searchmg for bodies or 
wreckage from the Chicora has been out of 
the question sinee Friday, owing to heavy 
storins all along the shores. Today it was 
hoped the tug Tramp and the steamer Pe- 
toskey combined could go out of this harbor. 
At 2 o'clock they steamed up and shoved ont 
2,000 feet, where the Petoskey ran up on 
solid ice, reaching entirely to the bottem of 
the harbor fuily half a mile from the clear 
ice and water, It ran its bow fuily a foot out 
of water on solid ice, where it will necessarily 
remain for some time. There will be no pos- 
sibility of any of the Graham line of beats 
clearing this harbor till the ice is again blast- 
ed and broken up in the channel, which would 
take all of tomorrow. 

The reports that have gained circulation 
that J. H. Graham has not been exerting 
every possible power to send boats to the 
scene of the Chicora’s wreck long before this 
or immediately after the disaster are without 
foundation. Mr. Graham said this evening 
that every means had been used to secure the 
services of help from some quarter, the price 
never entering into the matter, even from 
the first, and that up to 10 o’clock today no 


tug or tugs could be had under any circum- 
stances whatever, and ug-owners 
would: not risk their men or boats 
in such weather as pre- 
vailed since Monday. Today telegrams 


were sent to Ludington from Mr. Graham to 
have the tug Thompson sent down at once, 
but as its owner was away and could not be 
reached he is now left with one resort only, 
the one that has stolidly kept the tugs and 
men in port despite all orders to send some 
help to the scene.

SCHOOLS TOO COLD FOR THE CHILDREN. 


Some Closed Yesterday for Lack of Suffi- 
cient Heat in the Rooms. 

Several rooms in the Greenwood Aver ue 
and Madison Avenue Schools were closed yes- 
terday because it was impossible to heat them 
enough, The Greenwood Avenue School, 
which accommodates 900 pupils, is heated 
by steam generated by natural gas. As soon 
as Chief Engineer Waters was informed of 
the condition of affairs he telephoned to the 
Superintendent of the gas company instruct- 
ing him to furnish a greater pressure, increase 
the number of burners under the boiler or 
substitute grate bars, which under its con- 
tract it is obliged to do when it fails to sup- 
ply sufficient heat. Engineer Waters said he 
had no doubt the Greenwood Avenue School 
would be fully heated this morning. 

The Madison Avenue School is an old 
building, heated by furnace, and under some 
conditions of weather becomes uninhabitable 
on account of defective apparatus. There 
has been some trouble this winter in a few of 
the North Side schools, where gas is used, on 
account of insufficient pressure, -which was 
remedied by the gas company cutting off cer- 
tain down-town sections and putting in larger 
mains. Teachers have authority to dismiss 
their pupils when the rooms become too cold 
for comfort. 


BLUE ISLAND CABLE HAS A BAD DAY. 


Cod Weather Causes Several Break- Downs 
" and Blockade. 

The remnants of the cold wave played 
havoc with the machinery of the Blue Island 
a venus and Halsted street cable lines yester- 
day. Break-downs were the rule, and there 
whs scarcely a time during the day when the 
line ran smoothly for more than an hour. The 
first accident occurred early in thé morning 
when a south-bound Blue Island avenue train 
broke its grip in the switch at Halsted street 
and Blue Island avenue. Truins on both lines 
were brought to a standstill for near- 
ly an hour. About 10:30 o' lock 
there was trouble in the tunnel, 
one of the wheels which carry the cable 
through the big hole snapping as a result of 
the cold, A new wheel was put in place and 
traffic resumed. At noon there was trouble 
on the down-town loop caused by the break- 
ing of a grip. The train was coupled to the 
one following it and pushed around to the 
barns. At 2 o’ciock there was more trouble. 
This time it was caused by trouble with a 
Halsted street train which broke down 
at the curve at Halsted and Van 
Buren streets. It was nearly 3 o'clock 
when the line was clear again and 
then the cars were able to run for only about 
balfan hour. The next accident was to a 
Biue Island avenue train. It was west- bound 
and was just about to enter the tunnel when 
the brake-chain snapped. The train was 
stopped before it reached the incline and ef- 
forts were made to repair thedamage. Before 
this could be done cable trains and horse cars 
had been blockaded along the loop to Dear- 
born street. This was the last serious arci- 
dent of the day and though there were some 
break-downs they caused but little delay.

George F. Root, who probably composed 
more patriotic and pathetic songs, which were 
on the lips of everybody during the dark days 
of the rebellion and the bright days which 
followed it, than any other man, 
living or dead. When Dr. Root advanced to 
the front of the stage he was greeted with 
round after round of applause. Gray and 
venerable, he stood in striking contrast al- 
most by the side of his son, Fred- 
erick W. Root, who was the musical 
director. Dr. Root requested the audience to 
join in the chorus and then sang the inspiring 
words of Rally Round the Flag, Boys in 
clear, loud voice, unsnaken by his three score 
years and ten, and perhaps more. One hun- 
dred and fifty trained voices and several thou- 
sand that were not trained joined in the 
chorus. To these were adaed the full force 
of the Second Regiment Band and 
the mighty tones of tne great organ, and «ie 
volume of sound swelled and rolled until the 
walls of the Auditorium trembled as they 
reéchoed the’ song. The aged singer was re- 
culled again and again and greeted with 
shouts and the waving of handkerchiefs, and 
finally bowed himselr off the stage amidst 
the uproarious approval of a Hip, hip, 
hurrah!’ and a tiger.“ 

There was another wild demonstration when 
Mrs. Genevra Johnstone Bishop, in the charac- 
ter of Columbia, sang the “Star Spangied 
Banner.“ Two files of soldiers 
pied the sides of the ‘stage, and 
singer heldan American flag in her hand. As 
the last notes of the chorus rang on the air an 
immense flag was lowered from above and 
the patriotism of the audience burst forth in 
loud and prolonged cheering. 

Hubbird’s “Old Shady.” 


Another singer who set the audience shout- 
ing was John M. Hubbard. He has been 
famous for years as the only man who can 
sing Old Shady,“ and he never sang it 
better than he did last night. He also sang 
** Marching Through Georgia,“ and on both 
+ cng was applauded and cheered without 
stint. 

In the chairs and boxes were many dis- 
tinguished persons. Taree of the boxes were 
draped in the national colors, One was occu- 
pied by Maj.-Gen. Ruger, Capt. M. I. Luding- 
ton, and Capt. Charles G. Lyman and party. 
In another was Kobert T. Lincoin and party 
and in the third was Gen. H. A. Wheeler, I N. 
G., and his staff. The lower leithand row 
of boxes was occupied by members of the 
Medical Board of the Presbyterian Hospital. 
Among them were Dr. James H. Ethe- 
ridge, Dr. J. Nevins Hyde, Dr. E. Fletcher 
Ingals, Dr. T. W. Brophy, and many 
others, most of them accompanied by women. 
The corps of trained nurses attached to the 
hospital entered the theater in a body, at- 
tired in their neat gowns and white 
caps, and wero given a round 
of applause. Most of them were seated in the 
parquet, but the head nurses satin a box in 
the same row occupied by the Medical Board, 
this attention being shown them through 
the courtesy of Dr. James H. E heridge. 
Besides the military men already mentioned 
there were present Col. Moulton and staff of 
the Second Regiment, Col. Colby of the Sev- 
enth, and Capt. Fupkhauser of the Chicago 
City Troop. 

Program Long and Bright. 

The program wasa long one and on that 
account encores were barred. It opened 
with Catlin’s overture, “ American, per- 
formed by Brooks’ Second Regiment 
Band, followed by the “ Reveille” 
by the Fort Sheridan buglers. Bicknell 
Young and the chorus of 150 vo'ces, under 
the direction of Frederick W. Root, sang Julia 
Ward Howe’s Battle Hymn of the 
Republic.”’ „ Firmly Stand was 
rendered by the futl chorus, Then came a 
drill in the manual of arms by fifty soidiers 
of the regular army, from Fort Sberidan. 
They went through the exercise with 
clock-like precision, winning enthusiastic 
approval from the spectators. “We Are 
Commg.

Then followed 
Dr. Root’s Battle Cry of Freedom,” and 
when he had finished it was told in one of the 
boxes that he composed the song in 1861 and 
it was first sung by himself from the old 
Court-House steps at a pubiic meeting to raise 
men to go to the front.

“ Big Four” Hospital System Ready. 

Dr. J. H. Ford, chief surgeon of the “Big 
Four, has issued an official circular to the 5,000 
men on the system notifying them that the 
hospital system will become operative this week. 
There will be a central hospital at Indianapolis 
for patients of all divisions entering there and 
independent hospitals will be established on the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Sandusky, Whitewater, 
Cairo, and Michigan divisions.

THE UNITED STATES. 


Long-Expected Message from the Roman 
Pontiff Lays Special Stress on the Na- 
ture and Cause of the Apostolic Dele- 
gate’s Mission—His Relations to the 
Hierarchy—Attitade of the Charch 
Toward Workingmen’s Organizations= 
Greatness and Future of the Republic, 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 28.—Mgr. Satolli 
today made public the long-expected encycli- 
cal from the Pope. The most important 
features relate to the American delegate and 
his relations to the hierarchy in this country, 
and also defining the Pope’s attitude con- 
cerning the societies’ of workingmen. The 
encyclical begins as follows: 

To Our Venerable Brethren, the Archbishops 
and Bishops of the United States of North Amer- 
ic, Leo Xt I., Pope—Venerable Brethren: Health 
and Apostolic Beuediction: 

We traverse in spirit and thought the wide 
expanse of ocean and although we have at other 
times. addressed you in writing—chiefly when we 
directed encyclical letters to the Bishops of the 
Catholic world, yet have we now resolved to ad- 
dress you separately, trusting that wesball be, 
God willing, of some assistance to the Catholic 
cause amongst you. To this we apply ourselves 
with the utmost zeal and care, because we highly 
esteem and love exeeedingly the young and vig- 
orous American Nation, in which we plainly dis- 
corn latent forces for the advancement alike of 
civilization and Christianity. 

The-encyclical then refers to the interest 

felt by the Pope in the recent American cele- 
bration of the discovery of America; refers to 
the fact tne first Bishop set by upostolic au- 
thority over the American church began his 
labors when the great Washington was at the 
helm of the young republic; sets forth the 
giant strides by which the republic is pro- 
gressing, and expresses satisfaction that 
Catholicity keeps pace with this progress. 
The extension of the clergy and the establish- 
ment of pious societies, parochial schools, 
and mutual aid associations is particular! 
commended. Bat while it is true the chure 
has progressed under the republic it would be 
erroneous, says the letter, to draw the con- 
clusion that in America is to be sought the 
most.desirable status of the church, or that it 
would be universally lawful or expedient for 
State and Church to be, as in America, dis- 
severed and divorced. 


‘Iwo Objects Receive Attention. 


The Pope then sets forth the efforts he has 
made to leave nothing undone to preserve 
and solidly establish the Catholic religion in 
America. To that end two special objects 
have received attention—first, the advcnce- 
ment of learning; second, a perfecting of 
methods in the management of church affairs. 
The first ena ted to the establishment under 
apostolic authority of the Cathoiic university 
at Washington. Pope refers to the ben- 
eficial results accruing from the Third Plen- 
2 Council at Baltimore, and continues as 

ollows: 


When the Council of Baltimore concluded its 
labors the duty still remained of putting, so to 
speak, a proper and becoming crown upon the 
works. This, we perceived, could scarcely be 
done in a more fitting manner than through the 
due establishment by the apostolic see of the 
American legation. Accordingly, as you are 
aware, we have done this. By this action, as wo 
have elsewhere intimated, we have wished first 
of all to certify that, in our judgment and affec- 
tion, America occupies the same place and 
rights as other States, be they ever so mighty 
and imperial. In addition to this we had in 
mind to draw more closely the bonds of duty and 
friendship which connect you and so many 
thousands of Catholics with the apostolic see. 
In fact, the mass of Catholics understood how 
salutary our action was destined to be; they saw, 
however, that it accorded with the usages 
and policy of the apostolic see. For it 
has been, from the earliest antiquity, the 
custom of the Roman pontiffs, in the exercise of 
the divinely bestowed gift of primacy in the ad- 
ministration of the Chureh of Christ, to send 
forth legates to Christian nations and peoples: 
But how unjust and baseless would be this sus- 
picion, could it anywhere exist, that the powers 
conferred on the legatee are an obstacle to the 
authority of the Bishops. Sacred to use (more 
than any other) are the rights of those whom the 
Holy Ghost has placed as Bishops to rule the 
Church of God. That these rights should re- 
main in every nation, in every part of the globe, 
we both desire and ought to desire, the more so 
since the dignity of the individual Bishops is by 
nature so interwoven with dignity of the 
Roman pontiff that any measure which benefits 
the one necessarily protects the other. 


' Interprets the Will of the Pontiff + 


My honor is the honor of the Universal Church. 
My honor is the unimpaired vigor of my breth- 
ren. Then I am truly honored, when to each one 
due honor is not denied. Therefore, since it ia 
the office and function of an apostolic delegate, 
with whatsoever powers he be vested, to execute 
the mandates and interpret the will of the pon- 
tiff who sends him, far from his be of any det- 
riment to the ordinary power of the Bishops, ho 
will rather bring an accession of stability and 
strengtb. His authority will sess no slight 
weight for preserving in the multitude a submis- 
sive spirit, in the clergy discipline and due rever- 
ence for the Bishops. and in the 
mutual charity and an intimate union of souls. 
And since this union, so salutary, consists mainly 
in harmony of thought and action he will no 
doubt bring it to pass that each one of you shall 
persevere in the diligent administration of his 
diocesan affairs; that one shall not impede 
another in matters of government; that one sball 
not pry into the counsels and conduct of another; 
finaily, that with disagreements eradicated and 
mutual esteem maintained you may all work to- 
gether with combined energies to promote the 
giory of the American church and the general 
welfare. It is difficult to estimate the good re- 
sults which will flowfrom this concord of the 
Bishops. Our own people will receive edifica- 
tion, and the force of example will have its effect 
on those without. who will be persuaded by this 
argument alone thatthe divine apostolate has 
descended by inheritance tothe ranks of the 
Catholic episcopate. 


Church May Help a Nation’s Greatness, 


Another consideration claims our earnest atten- 
mon. All intelligent men are ag and we 
ourselves have with pleasure intimated it above. 
that America seems destined for greater things. 
Nowitis our wish that the Catholic Church 
should not only share in but help to bring about 
this prospective greatness. We deem it right 
and proper that she sbould, by availi herself 
of the opportunities daily presented to her, keep 
equal step with the republic in the march of im- 
provement. at the same time striving to the ut- 
most, by her virtue and her institutions, to aid 
in the rapid growth of the States. Now she will 
attain both these objects the more easily and 
abundantly in proportion to the degree in which 
the future shall find her constitution perfected. 
But what is the meaning of the legation of which 
we are speaking, or what is its ultimate aim, ex- 
cept to bring it about that the constitution of the 
church shail be strengthened, her discipline bet- 
ter fortified? 

Wherefore, we ardently desire that this truth 
should sink day by day more déeply into the 
minds of Catholics—namely: that they can in no 
better way safeguard their individual interests 
and the common good than by yielding a hearty 
tubmission and obedience to the church. 

This closes the reference to the American 
delegation and the Pope proceeds to discuss 
the indissolubility of marriage. To Catholics 
entering societies ot workingmen the encycli- 
cal says: 

Now, with regard to entering societies, extreme 
care should be taken not to be ensnared by error. 
And we wish to be understood as referring in e 
special manner to the working classes, who as- 
suredly have the right to unite in associations for 
the promotion of their interests, a right acknowl- 
edged by the church and unopposed by nature. 
Buß it is very important to them with whom they 
are to associate, else while seeking aims for the 
improvement of their condition they may be im- 
periling far weightier interests. The most effec- 
tuai precautions againsi this peril is to deter- 
mine with themselves at no time or in uny matter 
to be parties to the violation of justice. Any so- 
ciety, therefore, which is ruled by and servilely 
obeys persons who are not steadfast for the right 
and triendly to religion is capable of being ex- 
3 prejudicial to the interests, as well of 
individuais as of the community; beneficial it 
cannot be. Let this conclusion, therefore, re- 
main firm—to shun not only those associations 
which have beon openly condemned by the judg- 
ment of the church, but those also in which the 
opinion of intelligent men and especially of the 
Bishops are regarded as suspicious and dan- 
gerous. 


Catholics Associate with Catholics. 


Nay rather, unless forced by necessity to do 
otherwise, Catholics ought to 2 to associate 
with Catholics, a course which will be very con- 
ducive to the safeguarding of their faith. As 
Presidents of societies thus formed among them- 
selves it would bo well to apppoint either priests 
or upright laymen of weight and character, guid- 
ed by whose counsel they shouid endeavor peace- 
fully to adopt and carryinto effect such meas- 
ures as may seem most advantageous to their in- 
terests, keeping in view the ruies laid down by 
us in our encyclical, Rerum Novarum. Let them, 
however, never allow this to escape their mom- 
ory, that whilst it is proper and desirable to as- 
sert and secure the rights of the: many, yet this 
is not to be done by a violation ef duty; and that 
these are very important duties: Not to touch 
what belongs to another; to allow every one to 
be free in the management of his own affairs ; not 
to hinder any one to dispose of his services when 
he pleases and where he pleases. The scenes of 
violen@e and riot which you witnessed last year 
in your own country sufficiently admonish you 
that America, too, is threatened with the audac- 
ity and ferocity of the enemies of public order. 
The state of the times, therefore, bids Catholics 
to labor for the tranquillity of the Common- 
wealth, and for this purpose to obey the laws, 
abhor violence, seek no more than equity or

Duty of Newspaper Men. 


It is necessary to instruct, admonish, strengt 
en, and urge them on the pursuit of virtue, and 
tothe faithtul observance, a sO many ocea- 
stons of stumbling, of their duties toward the 
church. Itis of course the proper function of 
the clergy to devote their care and energies to 
this great work, but the age and the country re- 
quire that journalists should be equally ous 
in this same cause and labor in it to the full ex- 
tent of their powers. Let them, however, seri- 
ously reflect that their writings, if not precisely 
prejudicial to retigion, will sprely be of slight 
service to it unless in accord of minds they all 
seek the same end. Those who desire to be of 
real service to the church and with their pens 
beartily to defend the Catholic cause should 
carry on the conflict with perfect unanimity and. 
as it were, with serried ranks; for they rather in- 
flict than repel war if they waste their strength 
by discord; in like manner their work, instead 
of being profitable and fruitful, becomes injuri- 
ous and disastrous whenever they presume to 
call before their tribunal the decisions and acts of 
Bishops, and, casting off due reverence, cavil 
Und fault, not perceiving how a great dis- 
turbance order and how many évils 
are thereby produced. Let them then 
mindfal of their duty, and not overstep 
the proper limits of moderation. The Bishops, 

laced in the lofty position of authority, are to 

obeyed, and suitable honor befitting the mag. 
nitude ahd sanctity of their office should be paid 
them. Now this reverence, which it is lawful to 
no ene to neglect, should of necessity be eminent- 
ly conspicuous and exemplary in Catholic jour- 
nalists. For journals, naturally circulating iar 
and wide, come daily into the hand- of every- 
body and exert no smal! influence upon the opin- 
ions and mora!s of the multitude. 

We have ourself, on frequent occasions, laid 
down many rules respecting the duties of a g 
writer, many of which were unanimously incul- 
cated, as well by the third Council of Baltimore 
as by the Archbishops in their meeting at Chica- 
go in the year 1893. Let Catholic writers there- 
fore bear impressed upou their minds our teach- 
mage and yours on this point, and let them re- 
solve that their entire method of writing shall 
be thereby guided if they indeed desire, as they 
ought to desire, to discharge their duty well. 


In conclusion the encyclical speaks of those 
who dissent in matters of faith, hopes they 
will be restored to the embrace of the church, 
and closes with the a postolio benediction. 


TROUBLES ARE DUE TO THE TARIFF, 
Our 


Senator-Elect Thurston’s Ideas, of 
Financial Condition, 

Representing in a large degree the senti- 
ments of Republicans in the Western States, 
where the Populists anc free silver advocates 
are most numerous, the views expressed by 
John M. Thurston. Senator-elect from Ne- 
braska, are of considerable import. Mr. 
Thurston was at the Great Northern yesterday 
on his way from Omaha to Washington and 
New York. He had just finished reading the 
President’s message when a reporter for Tue 
Turpune called. He said: 

I think the fundamental trouble with our 
monetary atfairs just now is due to the tariff. If 
that could be straightened out there would be no 
serious difficulties in the immediate present. 
But as the tariff must remain as it 1s, 
1 believe the President's suggestion that 
duties should be paid in gold is a wise 
one. 1 have no idea that such a 
course would drive gold toa premium. But first 
of all we must issue more bonds and continue is- 
suing them as long as the present condition 
lasts. I don't see any objection to an increase in 
the bonded debt ii we can keep the interest ac- 
count down. We paid the war debt off too fast, 
and I cannot agree with those who see such great 
danger in increasing our bonded debt at a time 
when the government must have money. The 
Populists out our way object to the issuing ef 
bonds on the principle that the government 
should pay all its debts with non-interest bear- 
ing irredeemable notes. I would be in favor of 
that theory myself if 1 could get any one to 
take my non-interest bearing notes. In other 
words, their objection to the bonds is not so 
much against the bonds themselves as to the 
fact that it conflicts with their ‘theory of money. 
The majority of the people of Nebraska, 1 am 
certain, are in favor of maintain the equal 
debt-paying powers of all dollars, They believe 
in the carrying out of contracts honestly made. 
There is, however, in Nebraska a strong senti- 
ment in favor of bimetallism. I took a firm 
stand throughout my campaign on that ground 
and 1 think my position was thoroughly under- 
stood, But all new silver legislation must be ex- 
perimental and pr with cautiously. I 
tirmly believe that it is for the ultimate gooa of 
the peopie of the world the standard of 
money be brought back to bimetallism. It is a 
question that the best statesmanship of this and 
other countries will be required to solve. It is 
possible that an attempt to coin American bull- 
ion until such time as all the _ great 
nations are ready to join with us might be suc- 
cessful, but we are not in a position for free coin- 
age as yet. It is quite impossible, to my mind, 
to outline what the initial steps toward an hon- 
est bimetallism should be. I am distinctly o 
posed, however, to any legislation which would 
put us afloat without a compass and without 
land in sight. 

When the Republican party comes into power 
again it must meet this great question of the re- 
lation of gold and silver as a standard of money. 
The party, with its extreme gold men of the 
East, its extreme silver men of the West, and all 
shades of belief between these two extremes, 
will be forced to find some way leading toward 
real bimetallism. Inits platform the party has 
repeatedly declared for bimetallism and good 
money, and there is ample field for ali the 
statesmanship of the party in carrying out these 
pledges. 

Mr. Thurston was hopeful that the present 
Congress would come to the assistance of the 
administration and prevent the necessity for 
an extra session after next March. He seemed 
to regard the President’s message asa wise 
document, and hoped that its warning would 
not go unheeded by the President’s party. As 
to politics in Nebraska Mr. Thurston said 
that fusion between the Populists and Demo- 
crats was forever dead, He considered that 
the Populists played Bryan a scurvy trick in 
not giving him the empty honor of their votes 
as United States Senator after he had done 
so much to elect a Populist Governor.

There is nothing particularly new out our 
way, Mr. Estee said, but we are watching 
very anxiously to see what this Democratic 
Congress is going to do with the financial 
crisis which contronts us.

owt }YUDGE TULEY REVERSES A FINDING 


BY JUDGE TUTHILL. 


For the Appellate Court He Intimates 
Strongly That Courts of Equity Have 
No Right to Grant Injunctions When 
Miased on Franchises Affecting Publie 
Improv Northera Elec rie Street 
Railroad Company Wins Over the St. 
Paul—Pullman Quo Warrante Hearing. 


Judge Tuley, in handing down a decision 
yesterday for the Appellate Court, intimated 
| strongly that courts of equity have no right 

to grant injunctions when based on fran- 
chises granted by the Council and affecting 
public improvements. The opinion was a 
part of the decision in which the Appellate 
Court dissolved the injunction secured by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
some months ago restraining the Northern 
Electric Street railroad company from laying 
its tracks across those of the St. Paul near 
Central and North avenues. Back of the suit 
is an interesting story. The Northern Electric 


compauy was granted a franchise 
last summer to build about five 
miles of electric street railway 


in the Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth 
Wards. The company began on North avenue 
and had laid one mile of track west to Central 
avenue, where the Milwaukee tracks were en- 
countered. The Milwaukee people were 
granted an injunction by Judge Tuthill re- 
straining the electric company from crossing 
the tracks. Attorneys McMurdy and Job for 
the electric company appealed the case to the 
Appellate Court, and yesterday a decision was 
rendered in their favor. Meanwhile, however, 
it developed that the St. Paul company has 
constructed forty-five tracks across the right- 
ot. way of the electric road, and another con- 
test for damages will follow. In the opinion 
of lawyers the doctrine of Judge Tuley with 
reference to courts of equity not havinga 
right to grant injunctions in such cases, if car- 
ried.out, will make it devolve upon the At- 
torney-General or Corporation Counsel to act 
by quo warfanto proceedings when in the 
future relief in like cases is sought.

WAR ON THE WAL TZ. 


MILWAUEKBB ‘MINISTER'S TIRADE 
AGAINST THE OHARITY BALL 


Dr. Eaton Denounces It at a Meeting of 
Clergymen and Takes It as a Text for 
a General. Attack on the 
Thase Who. Induige in IteTen Jurors 
Secured in the Hayward Murder Trial 
at Minneapoiis=General News from 
the Northwest. 

Mitwavuxkeez, Wis., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—A 
severe attack was made on the charity ball 
today by the Rev. Dr. Eaton of the Washing- 
ton Avenue M. E. Church at a meeting of the. 
Milwaukee Ministers’ Association. After 
the Ball was the title of Dr. Eaton’s paper. 
He said by way of preface that the word 
after was to be understood in more senses 


then one. He said in the beginning: 

Not only the wealth and beauty of the city 
were present, but gamblers, bummers, and drunk- 
ards, bawdy-house keepers and their patrons, 
Cathohes and Protestants. Jews and Gentiles, 
were on hand. The millionaire and the dead- 
beat, the rumseller and faker, were there, and for 
once the word society had a revised significa- 
tion. I learned that among the hundreds of la- 
dies who danced there was scarcely one whose 
dress was truly modest, and some of them actual- 
ly elicited expressions of shame and disgust from 
the spectators. By special rmission the room 
occupied by the Woman's Relief Corps of the G. 
A. R. was permitted to be used for the serving of 
ice-cream, but after the ball champagne corks 
covered the floor, and the disorder and general 
evidence of a wholesale carousal were too evi- 
dent to be mistaken. 

Then he asserted that there were a number 
of cases of drunkenness, but the victims were 
quietly bundled up and sent home, few being 
the wiser. Recurring again to the descrip- 
tive, he said it was a great spectacular suc- 
cess; stupendously successful as a fashion ex- 
hibition because the ladies’ dresses were de- 
scribed in the newspapers. Continuing he 


said: 

In the name of benevolence this stupendous 
‘faree invades every church in the city and com- 
promises hundreds of so-called Christians, and 
the minister who lifts up his voice against the 
satanic device will be sure to be called a fanatic 
and a bigot. 

He admitted some devotees of the dance 
were able to keep themselves free in spite of 
the evil of contamination. Speaking of the 
baneful results of dancing in itself, he said 
that if it was healthy, as was so often urged, 
why did not gentlemen dance with one another 
or ladies dance alone by order of a physician 
for the cure of gout or consumption? It was 
simply suicide, he said, and prepared every 
woman who indulged in it for the undertaker. 
The dance. he deciared, caused 
immoral to flock to it. The meth- 
ods _ of the waltz were excused 
and condoned by the man who would put a 
bullet through the heart of the man who 
would enter his home and tuke such liberties. 
People who supported and upheld the dance 
soon came to have small scruples of con- 
science on this point. If to all this was added 
that almost universal accessory of wine and 
beer drinking and carousal all the conditions 
for man’s moral uverthrow would be present. 

The ministers present greeted the paper 
with applause, but it was such a severe criti- 
eism it was some minutes before any comment 
was made, Dr. Eaton wanted the association 
to indorse his per and a resolu- 
tion to that effect was introduced.

paper. The Rev. Judson }Titsworth 
objected, however, saying he could not see 
any objection to an open dance in his par- 
lor; such a dance was not near so objection- 
able as sleigh ride parties, which were in- 
dulged in by Sunday-school folks with the 
consent of the pastor and parents.

zing of candidates for jury honors. Only one 
juror, making the tenth, was secured—S, H. 
Dyer, a boat-builder at Excelsior, who is 
known to all who are familiar with the per- 
sonnel of a summer season at Minnetonka. 

It is asserted that the fourth juror drawn, 
C. S. Philbrick, is the champion of Harry 
Hayward: Mr. Philbrick lives at No. 814

item of news in connection with the case, and 
his comments on the manner in which the 
authorities were endeavoring to untangle 
the bloody tale were not complimentary to 
those in power. After Hayward had been ar- 
rested he said repeatedly that he would never 
be convicted. He has repeatedly said not the 
slightest evidence has been produced by 
which the prisoner Hayward should even be 
held on suspicion. He has asserted that it 
was a case of persecution and not prosecu- 
tion that Hayward was being subjected to and 
that the evidence of Blixt could not be be- 
lieved.

INDIANA AND OHIO OIL WELLS. 


Pennsylvania Not the Only State of Gush- 
ers=Enormous Investments. 

New York Sun: People who know very lit- 
tle about oil wells take it for granted that 
most of these interesting holes have been 
sunk in the State of Pennsylvania, but there 
are others. Ohio and Indiana have.come to 
the front as oil producers during the last ten 
years, and the enormous extent of this indus- 
try in these two States is not generally known. 
The year just ended has been a banner one 
for: these oil fields. Indiana is the newer 
field of the two, and itis just opening up in 

ood shape. The first crude oil discovered in 

hio was in a well sunk in the City of Lima 
by B. C. Faurot, formerly a banker of that 
town. Since that time the growth of this in- 
dustry has been rapid,» During the last year 
3.001 wells were completed in Ohio. The 
largest of these is the Kirkbride gusher in 
Sandusky County. It produces 310 barrels 

r hour or 7,440 barrels per day of twenty- 
our hours, and it has been a mint for its own- 
ers. Thecompany that owned this well was 
almost as fortunate in another which was 
sunk not far from it and which averaged 1,200 
barrels a day. 

In nineteen counties in Ohio there have 
been drilled 17,401 wells, of which 2,730 are 
worthless for oil, but many of the latter are 
good gasers, Wood County has proved the 
most profitable oil field. The first well drilled 
there for gas or oll was sunk in the corpora- 
tion of Bowling Green in 1885. It was suc- 
cessful and others followed, and the field of 
operations was extended toward North Balti- 
more and Findlay. From 1885 to the pres- 
ent time 6,111 wells have been drilled in 
Wood County alone, which at an average ex- 
penditure of $2,000 to each well represents an 
outlay of $12,222,000, There are in this 
county now 240 miles of two-inch oil lines, 
costing $300.000; 70 miles of three-inch oil 
lines that cot $150,000; 125 miles of 
fuur-inch oil lines that cost $375,000; 90 
miles of six-inch oil lines that cost $350,000 ; 
90 miles of eight-inch oil and gas lines that 
cost $950,000; and 90 miles of ten-inch gas 
lines that cost $1,426,000. This shows that 
the wells and pipe lines alone in Wood Coun- 
ty represent an expenditure of $15,773,000. 
In addition to this there are located in this 
territory 260 storage tanks that cost $6,000 
apiece. Ihen there nre the expenses incurred 
by bonuses, rentals, labor, and building. 
There are over a dozen pumping stations in 
Wood County, including the famous No, 
8 at Cygnet, which alone sends 45, 
000 barrels a day to Cincinnati. The 
last report from Wood County shows there 
are over 8,000,000 barrels of crude oil in her 
tanks, representing a cash valuation of

Some of the Men Who Have Come Down 
from a.Former Generation. 

Boston Herald: Robert C. Winthrop, we 
think, outlived every member of the Congress 
in which he first took his seat. We are not 
“able to speak with positive certainty on this 
point, but no member of that body been 
noted as still surviving, as far as we have had 
observation. Richard W. Thompson of In- 
diana was a member of the House of Repre- - 
sentatives very near that period. He still 
lives in a state of remarkable vigor and 
gas been more or less in public lite 
until a comparatively recent date. He 
has just published a book in which 
his recolleetions are embodied. There are 
three venerable Senators—James W. Brad- 
bury of Maine, Alfred S. Felch of Michigan, 
and George W. Jones of lowa—but their serv- 
ice was a few years later. Our impression is 
that Fernande Wood of New York.City had a 
longer seryice in the Lower House of Con- 
gress than any men who came into national | 
life with Mr. Wiathrop. It is noted that the 
year in which Mr. Winthrop was born was 
that in which Gladstone, Darwin, Tennyson, 
Lincoln, and Holmes entered into being. 

At the time Mr. Winthrop became a mem- 
ber of Congress Daniel Webster was just leav- 
ing the Senate to become Seeretary of State 
in President William Henry Harrison's Cabi- 
net, and John Davis had two months earlier left 
it to be Governor of Massachusetts.

Millard Fillmore, who was 
afterward President. was the financial leader 
of this House; Garrett Davis (during the war 
while ia the Senate called Garrulous Davis) 
belonged to it; so did William Pitt Fessenden, 
serving his first term; Joshua R. Giddings was 
also there, as were John Bell. later a idate 
for the Presidency: Cave Johnson, later of 
the Cubinet; R. M. T. Hunter, an ex-Speaker; 
and John Minor Botts; a celebrated politician 
for several years. 

Among these men Mr. Winthrop n his 
public life. In six years he became can- 
didate for Speaker of his party. He took a 
position as an orator at once, and was a rec. 
ognized leader in debate very shortly after 
taking his seat in the House,

She also aileges that 
Seehase is not the son of her husband, and 
that his statements to her were false. She 
says she is'70 years old and feebie, and unless 
the court comes to her relief will be depend- 
ent upon charity.

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ALDERMEN OLAIM IT FOR THE OON- 
DITION OF OITY FINANOES. 


They Think Mayor Hopkins Takes Too 
Much to Himself—Saving, They Assert, 
They Made in Certain Appropriations= 
Where Cutting Is Done—Extra Compen- 
sation for County Treasurer Causes 
Comment=His Income from $24,000 to 
$50,000 a Year. 

Some of the Aldermen are inclined to think 
that Mayor Hopkins takes too much credit to 
himself for the present condition of the city 
finances. There is no doubt the city com- 
pleted the year 1894 in much better condi- 
tion than it was supposed it would. The Al- 
dermen claim a good share of the credit is 


due to the Council. Whatever saving the 


balance of the books shows, it is asserted, is 
not the work of the administration but of the 
Council in curtailing the various appropria- 
tions for the year. The Council last March 
reduced all salaries over $900, except police 
and firemea, 10 per cent. It also cut down 
on the expenses of the departments, so that 
the appropriations were nearly $1,000,000 
less than the previous year. The Finance 
committee figured on receipts from various 
sources, not including taxation, $200,000 
less than what was actually. received. This 
money has been expended by the depart- 
ments. 

The Mayor ir. his statement given out Sat- 
urduy takes the credit of having saved $1,- 
000,000, when the appropriations were $1,- 
000,000 less than the previous year. The 
appropriations that come within the 2 per 
cent limitation amounted to $8,347,526, 
The receipts of the various departments over 
and above the appropriatioys were $1,067,- 
526. In the Department Public Works, 
for instance, the appropriatjon was 51,707, 
409. The receipts of Taig department were 
$455,135. This amount is not shown in the 
statement. andan overdraft of $597,000 is 
included in the lump sum of expenses. In 
the street lamp department the appropria- 
tion was $651,900 and the receipts, which 
were the 8 per cent gross income of the gas 
companies, were $167,407. There was also 
a balance at the beginning of the year of 
$28,358. 

According to the way the Mayor’s book- 
keepers figure things this department saved 
$185,516. The fact of the matter is that 
judgments amounting to $300,000 have 
been obtained by the lighting companies 
against the city. This amount, it is asserted, 
should be shown in the figures of the street 
lamp depurtment, but instead of that the 
judgment will be figured in this year’s ap- 
propriation. There would have been un over- 


dratt bad the lighting bill been paid. 


It is also asserted the city’s share of the 
uncollected taxes last year amounted to 


$600,000. The figures in the County Treas- 


urer's office show the city’s share was 8399, 
243. This, it is averred, was because the 
State Board of Equalization made a mistake 
and assessed the Alley L road $250,000 
a mile instead of $25,000 a mile. There 
also was a double assessment on the 
Union Stock-Yards. Both of these con- 
cerns contested their assessment in the 
Supreme Court and were victorious, but 
in the meantime the County Clerk had es- 
tablished the rate percentum, and it was con- 


siderably lower than it would have been had 


it not been for these errors. The city’s share 
of the uncollected taxes had never amounted 
in any previous year to morethan $167,000. 
It usually averages $100,000. The rate is 
also lower because fictitious corporations are 
assessed which cannot be found by the col- 
lecters. This was especially true of the as- 
sessment of 1893 on account of the numer- 
ous corporations doing business during the 
World’s Fair. The percentage of the uncol- 
lected taxes last year was ö per cent. Here- 
totoret never has exceeded 2. 

Apéther thing that ie worth mentioning are 
the special appropriations. Last year these 
appropriations amounted to $438,000. The 
Department of Publie Works was given 
$100,000. extra; Health Department, 
$214,000; the election expense fund, 5102. 
798; office fixtures, $5,000; and the City At- 
torney, $6,500. 


COUNTY TREASURER AS A COLLECTOR. 


His Extra Compensation of $5,000 Causes 
Much Unfavorable Comment. 
Considerable unfavorable comment has 
been indulged in on occount of the County 
Board having appropriated $5,000 to com- 
pensate County Treasurer Kochersperger for 
is services as collector. It is the first time 
the County Treasurer ever has been com- 
pensated in this way for collecting taxes. 
The luw provides a salary of $4,000 for his 
services as Treasurer and under the new law 
he gets one-fourth of the interest on the pub- 
lie funds. It is believed the appropriation of 
$5,000 is not warranted by law and there 
seems to be no doubt an injunction restrain- 
ing the county from paying this salary will 
lie if any taxpayer sees fit to apply to the 
courts. Mr. Kochersperger refused to dis- 
cuss the matter. Under the new law he is 
allowed one-fourth the interest on public 
funds. His friends assert the public funds 
do not earn anything !ike as much interest as 
is generally supposed. Some of them place 
the amount at $60,000 a year. This being 
true Mr. Kochersperger’s salary, ineludin 
his compensation as County Treasurer an 
the $5,000 voted him last week, will amouat 
to $24,000 a year. The United States Sub- 
treasurer receives a salary of $4,500 a year. 
The responsibility and amount of money in 
his possession is far in excess of the risk run 
by the County Treasurer. The Subtreasurer 
has an average of from $17,000,000 to 520. 
060,000 most of the time. There is no ques- 
tion Mr. Kochersperger’s friends are misin- 
formed when they say the revenue of the 
County Treasurer’s office from interest does 
not exceed $60,000. It reliably is stated it 
isin the neighborhood of $100,000, and 
some assert tne interest perquisite, with one 
or two others in the County Treasurer’s of. 
fice, runs the amount to considerably over 
this. Just what these additional perquisites 
ars is not known to the public, but it is said 
they have something to do with the delinquent 
taxes.

HEALY AND COUNTY BOARD OUT AGAIN 


Committee on Rules’ Report Removes 
Much of the President’s Power. 

President Healy and the Board of County 
Commissioners are at outs over a report of 
the Committee on Rules, which for one thing 
takes away from the President the power to 
control the requisitions drawn by county offi- 
cials. He can withhold his approval, but the 
Public Service committee is given the final 
decision. The power to appoint committees 
is vestedin the board, The board also is 
given full power over the employés of the 
county. The rules also take from the Fresi- 
dent the right to remove empioyés and vest 
that power in the board itself. They also 
deprive the heads of institutions of the right 
of dismissal and limit them to a suspension 
of duty pending action by the board. By the 
same rule the board is given the full author. 
ity over the appointment of all employés. 
The rules as submitted also provide that no 
county officer shail pay out any salaries or 
wages whether or not payable out of the re- 
ceipts of his office or out 07 the treasury, un- 
less the pay-rolls have first been approved by 
the Controiler and the Finance committee and 
finally passed by the County Board. The Su- 
perintendent of Public Service is required to 
submit to the board before the fifth day of 
each month a statement showing the liabili- 
ties created by purchase or contract against 
every appropriation and the unexpended bal- 
ance remaining in that appropriation. The 
rules were changed so as to conform with the 
appointments made so far by tho board this 
year and they will not be disturbed. 

Chairman Struckman of the Committee on 
Rules asked that the report be sent to the 
Committee on Public Service, where the Com- 
missioners would have a chance to consider 
the changes made. This was done. 

President Healy presented the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Board of Cook County Com- 
missioners do hereby poison the Governor of 
the State of Illinois to defer calling an election 
tw fill the vacancy in the Cook County . 
caused by the resignation of Judge 8. P. McCon- 
nell, until the next regular county election. 

Commissioner Burmeister presented a reso- 
lution that was adopted directing that the 
Superintendent of Public Service advertise 
for new bids for feeding jurors. The bidders, 
according to the resolution, are to offer to ac- 
cept the contract with the understanding that 
if the lodging, meals, and service are not ac- 
ceptable to the membersof the County Board 
after the awarding of the contract this will 
be a sufficient cause for the annulment of the 
contract. 

The name of Dr. J. P. Crowley was sub- 
mitted and approved for the position of phy- 
sician at the poorhouse. The board ad- 
journed to meet again today at 8 o' clock. 


JURISDICTION IN MAYORALTY CONTEST, 
ball | 
Attorney for George B. Swift Argues That 
County Court Haa It. 

The argument in the Swift-Hopkins contest 
was resumed yesterday morning before Judge 
Carter in the County Court. Attorney Starr, 
one of the counsel for the contestant, took up 
the line of his argument where he left off last 
Friday, and contended the attorneys for 
Mayor Hopkins are wrong in their position 
that the County Court has no jurisdiction in 
the contest and that the case is one fora 
Court of Chancery. Mr. Starr said the 
statutes relating to election conteste provide 
the procéedings shall be brought into the 
County Court. 

The Supreme Court has held such proceed- 
ings are to all intents and purposes chancery 
proceedings in the County Court. There is in 
every election contest an equity of estate in- 
volved and the mannerin which the contest 
is to be carried on in the County Court is the 
same as the proceedings in chancery. 
The other side was wrong in asserting the 
bill of review filed last November, after the 
County Court had dismissed the original bill, 
is a new proceeding. A bill of review is 
auxiliary always to the original proceeding. 
Mr. Starr asserted the counsel for the Mayor 
bad already admitted the jurisdition of the 
court under the bill of review. When the bill 
was filed, he said, they had an opportunity 
under the rules to plead answer or demur. 
They chose the demur. The demurrer, the 
attorney said, was an admission of the juris- 
diction of the court. He read to the court a 
number of decisions which he said sustained 
that view of the question of jurisdiction. 

Mr. Starr, in concludimg, told the court that 
a mistake on the part of the court in deciding 
the question at issue would be attended by 
more serious consequences to the contestant 
than to the defendant. The defendant can 
appeal and will not be troubled by the delay. 

Here we have been standing at the bar of 
this court,“ said Mr. Starr, “fora year try- 
ing to have something done. We have been 
met at every point by delay and arguments 
denying the jurisdiction of the court. Even 
the evidence in the case has been mutilated 
and tampered with.“ 

Mr. Robbins, in support of the motion to 
dismiss on the ground of the want of juris- 
diction, was in the midst of his argument 
when court adjourned for the day. 


Crawford Favors Sunday Ice. 

The Lincoln Park Commissioners yesterday 
opened the second set of bids for a new pump for 
the Lincoln Park Pumping Station. The pro- 
posals ranged from $14,600 to $24,703 and 
represented six firms. The contract was not 
awarded. President Crawford's attention was 
called to the address made by Dwight L. Moody 
denouncing the Park Commissioners for prese 
ing the ice at Lincoln Park for the accomodation 
of Sunday skaters while those who came to enjoy 
the sport Saturday were sent home 
disappointed. Mr. Crawford said: “I do not 
know how the other Commissioners feel about it, 
but I am willing to go on record before the pub- 
lic as favoring the best ice for Sunday that we 
can make.“ Supt. Alexander denied that he or 
ahy one connected with the park management 
had ordered the ice to be kept for Sunday use. 


To Fight the Smoke Nuisance. 

The coal men who met last week to discuss 
methods for abating the smoke nuisance will 
meet again this afternoon at 2 o'clock in the 
Council chamber. Chuirman Sweet will an- 
nounce the committee of nine which is to pass 
upon smoke consuming devices and make recom- 
mendations for the construction of boiler plants. 


TRIAL IS ON AT LAST. 


FOUR JURORS ARE SEOUBED IN ELEO- 
‘TION OONSPIRAOY CASES, 


Judge Tuley Loses Patience with Methods 
of the Defense — Sharp Rebuke for 
Manner of Questioning Veniremen— 
Only a Part of the Namber Indicted 
on Hand John F. O'Malley's Case 
Comes Up Saturday- ars He Is Ready 
for the Ordeal. : 

One of the election conspiracy cases was 
finally brought on trial yesterday before 
Judge Tuley, and in the course of the after- 
noon the Judge grew angry at the methods of 


the defense in selectmg a jury. He told the 


lawyers their tactics were a disgrace to the 
court and he ordered the examination hurried 
along. The defendants who were brought to 
trial after a number of bonds had been for- 
feited are Donald C. Chapman, Charles F. 
Klein, J. J. Sullivan. James Ryan, Michael 
Malone, John J. McGrath, and Patrick J. 
Walsh. James Tighe,a man named Burke, 
another man named Armerod, William 
Leonard, Martin Berger, Frank Berger, 
William Finley, and Hugh Heenan forfeited 
their bonds, 

Attorney W. S. Forrest and ex-Corporation 
Counsel Miller appeared to assist Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Bottum, and Attorney 
Charles Dwight appeared for the defense. 
The charge against the men on trial was that 
of conspiracy to prevent voters from casting 
ballots at the Twenty-fourth Precinct polling 
place in the Thirty-fourth Ward at the last 
election, When court adjourned at 5 o'clock 
four jurors had been secured. They are: A. 
Herschauer, No, 5751 Wentworth avenue; 
G. Lehman, No. 2444 Wentworth avenue; 
John Chambers, New Trier; L. F. a 
North Clark and Ohio streeta. Two other 
jurors were passed by both sides but not 
sworn. 

Yesterday afternoon thirty of a special 
venire of sixty jurors ordered by the court 
responded to the suinmons. Of these twenty 
were examined and one accepted. The other 
thirty will come into court this morning. 


Slow to Accept Juror. 


Attorney Charles W. Dwight for the de- 
fense is assisted by Charles M. Hardy 
and Charles Williams. Mr. Dwight has thus 
far conducted the examination of veniremen 
touching their qualifications to serve as 
jurors. Mr. Dwight is very careful about 
tinding out if a prospective juror has ever 
read, heard about, or expressed any opinion 
about any disturbance connected with the 
election held Nov. 6, 1893. This manner of 
securing a jury nettled Judge Tuley yester- 
day afternoon, and he interrupted the attor- 
ney with the remark: 

The methods of obtaining jurors in this court 
is getting to be a disgrace to the administration 
of justice. I will not allow you to ali over 
creation to find out if a man ever had an opinion 
about anything. Ask him if he formed an 
opinion about the case on trial. 2 

Mr. Dwight objected to the remrrks of the 
court. so did Attorney Hardy and both were 
told to save their point. Then Mr. Dwight 
proceeded to put the followmg query to a 
prospective juror: 

It it shouid turn out during the trial of 
this case that this is one of the cases in which 
you had formed an opinion would you still 
have the same gpinion?’ 

This was practicaily the same question 
which had aroused the ire of the courta 
moment before. Attorneys Forrest and Mil- 
ler entered prompt objections, which were 
sustained by the court. 

» repeat,” said the Judge, that you must 
confine your inquiries to case at bar. In 
these remurks I mean both sides. I am not 
addressing myself exclusively to the de- 
feuse. 

Then Attorney Dwight put it in this fashion: 

“Can you say if this case is one of the cases 
you have read about? 

No, sir,“ answered the venireman, and 
Attorney Forrest entered an objection. 

We should have the right to question the 
venireman now about this particular case, I 
think. I want to know if he can remember 
whether or not this case was among the cases 
he read“and formed an opinion about.“ 

What we want to know is, bas he an opin- 
ion now,“ observed the court. Find that 
out if youcan. Few men in Chicago who 
can read at all can say they did not read 
something about the election troubles.”’ 

After a few other unimportant questions the 
venireman was challenged for cause. He said 
he had formed an opinion from what he had 
read and believed the accused guilty, and that 
it would take strong testimony to convince 
him he was wrong. 

Others Under Indictment. 


The trial will be resumed at 10 o’clock this 
morning. This case is watched with consum- 
ing interest by over a hundred men now un- 
der indictment on charges of rioting and in- 
terfering with lawful voters on election day. 

State’s-Attorney Kern appeared before 
Judge Ewing yesterday and continued the cases 
of ex-Senator John F. O’Malley and others 
charged with assaults to kill at the polls on 
election day, to next Saturday morning at 10 
o’clock. This was done partly to accommodate 
the court and partly because the State’s-Attor- 
ney has a large amount of important business 
on hand at present whichtis keeping him and his 
assistants busy. Judge Ewing has a case in 
trial which will require a couple of days’ 
time. Ex-Senator O’ Malley was in court. 

I am ready for trial at any time,” said he; 
„should like to have the trial proceed to-day, 
but the State doesn’t appear to be ready and 
I can wait.“ 

When the cases are called n2xt Saturday the 
defendants will be asked to go to trial on one 
of three indictments charging them with 
committing assaults with intent to kill at the 
various precincts in the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards.
